Imperial Halts 
B.C. Gas Imports

of gasoline into British Columbia

“We could not expand our B.C 
refinery during the war,” the com- 
pany said today in a _ prepared 
statement issued from its Toronto 
head office. “Consequently, to pro- 
vide supplies to meet greatly-in- 
creased demands we have had to 
import 32 per cent of the gasoline 
we sell in B.C 

“Even with the new price, it costs 
us about two cents more a gallon 
to lay a tanker cargo of gasoline 
into shore tankage in Vancouver 
harbor and deliver it to dealers 
than we are permitted to charge 

“We have repeatedly tried to get

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Gandhi Shot Dead ~ Hindu Assassin 


Murder of Leader 
Touches Off Riots 


By JAMES MICHAELS 

NEW DELHI, Jan. 30.—(BUP)—Mohandas 
_._| Gandhi was assassinated today and, as if by pre-ar-| 
rangement, savage rioting broke out in Bombay. 

Gandhi was shot and killed as he walked to his 
evening devotions by a man who gave the Hindu name 
of Ram Naturam, presumably one of the Hindu ex- 
tremists who have long opposed Gandhi's efforts to 
bring peace and conciliation to the warring camps of 
Hindus and Moslems. 

The death of the man who was regarded by millions 
of Indians not only as their political but their spiritual 
leader may turn the whole subcontinent of India into 
a cauldron of civil war and savage strife. 

Within minutes of the receipt in Bombay of the 
news of Gandhi's death turmoil erupted in three dis- 
tricts inhabited by Hindu extremists. The reaction ‘was 
so swift as to raise the possibility that the bullet which 
felled Gandhi was designed as the trigger to release 
communal attacks throughout India. 

Gandhi died at 5:45 p.m. (5:15 a.m. MST) about 
half an hour after he was shot by a man who had 
mingled with about a thousand of Gandhi's followers 
who had assembled for his customary evening devo- 
tions. 

The Indian leader left Birla House, the mansion put at} 
his disposal by one of India’s richest magnates, and was walk- 
ing slowly along a garden path toward a little summer pagoda 
where it was his custom to deliver his evening prayer and brief 
sermons, 

The 78-year-old man, weakened by his latest fast which 
ended only 10 days ago, was hobbling slowly with the aid of 
great staff. As he neared the pavilion a man aimed a revolver 
a Gandhi and fired three shots at extremely close range. 


Three bullets penetrated Gandhi's body, one striking him 
in the chest, one in the upper right thigh and one in the abdo- 
men, Hee ollapsed immediately and without a word. 

One bullet penetrated Gandhi's upper right thigh and his 
frail figure crumpled to the ground. The assassin then turned 
his gun on himself and attempted to put a bullet through his 
head but the shot merely creased his scalp, 

But as Gandhi fell he placed one hand to his face in a 
final gesture of foregiveness to the assassin,

publisher of New Liberty maga- 
zine, and Harold Dingman, the 
publication's Ottawa correspondent, 
are undergoing preliminary hear- 
ing of charges of conspiracy to 
publish a defamatory libel, 

Parliament, he went on, had a 
responsibility, now to ensure that 
never again should a publisher or 
an author be “drawn from one end 
of the country’ to face such a 
charge as In the New Liberty case. 

THE PRINCIPLE that had stood 
the test of 60 years was that an 
editor could be tried for libel only 
in the province of publication, he 
sald. 

Mr. Diefenbaker chose the 
Throne Speech debate to open a 
vigorous defence of the freedom 
of the press, which he said was one 
of those freedoms which “must be 
preserved,” 

As he started to speak, the cham- 
ber slowly filled and Justice Min- 
ister Tisley took his seat in the 
front treasury benches. 

Members of the parliamentary 
press gallery, of which Dingman is 
a member, hustled into their nar 
row corridor above the speaker's 
chair, to report the address, 

MR, DIEFENBAKER said he did 
not intend to refer to the merits 
or the demerits of the New Liberty 
prosecution nor to the facts at 
issue in the case, 

But, he told his fellow-parlia- 
mentarians: 

“We have a responsibility to en- 
sure that the laws of this country 
be carried out and not be circum- 
vented.” 

Freedom of the press Was Vital 
There could be no freedom of the 
press under autocracy but, by the 


same token, there could not be 
autocracy under freedom of the 
press, 


Then, naming Mr, Cooke and Mr. 
Dingman ag defendants in the Ed- 
monton case, he continued: 

“I do not assert #4hat freedom 
of the press permits licence or the 
publication of those things that are 
libellous, 

“BUT 1 DO POINT out that In 
thig case a use is being made of 
the law of libel] that was never con- 
templated by parliament and, in- 
deed, wag denied by parliament 
when those laws came before it in 
1888,” 

Mr. Diefenbaker, a noted and 
gifted member of the bar in private 
life, enunciating the principle that 
an editor could be tried for libel 
only in the province of publication, 
said he was surprised that Mr 
Ilsley had not handed down a 
declaration to this effect in view 
of the “circumventing” of the in- 
tent of the law through a con- 
spiracy charge. 

“I ask the government to tell the 
country whether it intends to fill 
in the gap which allows a charge 
of conspiracy as an omnibus to elr- 
cumvent the law,” he declared, 

SPEAKER GASPARD Fauteux 
interrupted Mr, Diefenbaker to say 
he wondered if the discussion 
might be subjudice since the case 
was before a court of law. 

Mr. Diefenbaker said he was not 
discussing the facts of the case, but 
was speaking on the principle of 
the freedom of the press. 

The speaker allowed him to pro- 
ceed, but cautioned him not to dis- 
cuss matters that were in court, 


Mr, Diefenbaker went on to say 
that, where there was guilt, he 
wanted to see it punished—"but 
according to law, not according to 
caprice.” 

The press had a right to be in 
error, he said, 80 long as it was 
not malicious and the matter in-

ST. ALBANS, Vt., Jan, 30. 
(BUP)—Fire destroyed the 75-room 
Jesse Welden Inn early today, fore- 
ing 60 guests to leap for their lives 
and flee down stairs into 16-degree 
below zero weather. Fire Chief 
Richard H, Sweeney said four per- 
sons were-missing.

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Air Station of the West 

The announcement in Edmonton by Air 
Marshal W. A. Curtis that Namao will be- 
come the main air station of the Royal 
Canadian Air Force in Western Canada was 
not unexpected, The development of runways 
and equipment, together with the fact that 
the Edmonton airport has been turned back 
by the government to the city for commercial 
purposes, has been sufficient to create the 
anticipation of wide military use of the site. 

Thus, while choice of the Edmonton dis- 
trict as the chief air centre of the entire West 
for defensive purposes is not surprising, 
it is gratifying to discover this official con- 
firmation of the importance of this area, For 
this importance, even from a military view- 
point, is not entirely strategic. 

It is true that Edmonton is a vital centre 
for commercial air traffic. It lies upon the air 
lanes that control the future of the world, 
But its importance has also been tremendous- 
ly enhanced by the extent of its natural re- 
sources, 

To merit major protection, an area must 
have something valuable to protect. 

The vast oil deposits, the mineral and fuel 
wealth and all the riches of many kinds of 
raw materials in the district within the sup- 
ply area of Edmonton, have made this region 
of inestimable value to the entire country. 

It is not only fitting but logical, there- 
fore, that the defensive strength of the West 
should be concentrated at a point which 
unites stategic position with great natural 
resources, 
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Tragic Folly 
Only time will tell whether the tragic and | 
cowardly assassination of Mohandas Gandhi | 
will throw the Hindu and Moslem sections | 
of India into a war of vengeance or whether 
the power of his memory and his latest ef- 
forts for peace will induce a sympathetic re- 
action towards the fulfilment of his wishes, 

The likelihood, however, points towards 
the former development. 

A few days ago the world was congratu- 
lating India on possessing a man of such 
spiritual influence. Today there will be a 
grave doubt whether the concentration of 
such tremendous spiritual power into one 
frail body is an unmixed blessing. 

For while the life of Gandhi was a power- 
ful stimulus to peace, his violent death may 
be an equally violent stimulus to war, 

No matter what impulses inclined the 
assassin to this desperate deed, all must ad- 


round millions of children in those areas of 
misery. This is, of course, only Canada's 
share in an international effort to meet the 
situation, 

It cannot be necessary, in Canada, to 
harrow the feelings of the public by pictur- 
ing in detail the lives which children are 
living in the debris and filth and grief and 
want that make up the aftermath of the long 
and super-destructive conflict. Nor to labor 
the humane obligation to do something to 
relieve their distress. The gruesome facts 
are well enough known; and our people are 
traditionally sensitive to calls upon their 
liberality. 

There is a point, however, that should 
not be overlooked, a very practical one, on 
which may hinge vital consequences. The 
children of today in Europe will be the adults 
of tomorrow. They will be the contem- 
poraries of the children now growing up in 
comfortable and enlightened homes in 
Canada, What kind of contemporaries are 
they going to be? That is something worth 
thinking about. 

Will they be normal or sub-normal in 
their thinking, their moral qualities, their 
attitudes toward other countries, their under- 
standing of international relations and re- 
sponsibilities and rights?

Britain and Iraq 

The Government of Iraq had to resign 
and the premier fled the country because 
the new treaty made with Britain turned out 
to be unpopular, Whether the hostility to the 
treaty was home-made or stirred up by 
agents of some other power will appear in 
due course, 

A new Government has been organized. 
Since if was born of anti-British rioting, it 
is no doubt composed of elements hostile to 
Britain, Why there should be such elements 
in Iraq, strong enough to overthrow one 
cabinet and set up another, is obscure enough 
to suggest that outside influence has been 
actively at work there. 

It was Britain that freed Iraq— then 
known as Mesopotamia—from Turkish mis- 
rule and gave it independence.

Low Level Bridge 

Edmonton's proposal to erect a similar, | 
and wider, low level bridge upstream from 
the present structure is approved in an 
interim report from Dr. P. L. Pratley of 
Montreal, who was engaged to survey this 
city’s bridge situation. 

It is understood that Dr. Pratley has 
studied this project from traffic, economic 
and aesthetic viewpoints and has advised the 
council that a bridge structure need not be 
ugly to be efficient. This is excellent as far 
as it goes. And, as one of the outstanding 
bridge experts of Canada, Dr, Pratley's ad- 
vice is worth taking. 

It is permitted and even necessary to 
enquire, however, what steps, if any, have 
been taken to study the desirability of an- 


other low level bridge from the standpoint 
of possible changes in the course of the river. 

Historically, the Saskatchewan has al- 
tered its course more than once, Landslides 
on the banks have shifted the stream appre- 
ciably and it is conceivable that another 
such shifting could bring the north approach 
to the bridge completely under water. 

One is not entitled to prophesy such a 
shift. It may never occur. But the possibility 
exists. And while it exists, Edmonton is not 
justified in spending money on another low 
level bridge without assurance by geologists 
that no shift need be feared, or on the other 
hand, without their advice on how to pre- 
vent such a shift. 

The entire bridge problem is tied up in- 
timately with the entire river area problem

"THURSDAY night marked the beginning of a new era for 
the Maple Leaf Athletic Club, an organization which for 
the past 15 years or so, has been synonymous with boys’ 
work in the city of Edmonton. 

The 110 pee-wees and bantams, many of whom are 
pictured on this page, represent only a portion of the 
boys the club is interested in. Midgets, juveniles and 
juniors also are included in the list and the club does 
not confine its activities to hockey, for baseball, fast- 
ball, soccer and rugby also are included. 

The new club house which has just been completed on 
118 avenue, between 84 and 85 streets, “grew” from one of 
the army huts, but it has a fine hardwood floor and addi- 
tional improvements and equipment are included in Maple 
Leaf plans. 


Major Honors to Henry White 


ENRY WHITE, still prominent in the club activities, with 

a special concern for pee-wee and bantam-aged boys, 
modestly disclaims credit for starting the organization, but 
it seems generally agreed, that to him belong major honors 
in that regard. 

First work was done amongst Cubs and Scouts dur- 
ing 1928 and midget hockey was included in 1931. The 
following year saw the first provincial midget champion- 
ship (several Alberta titles have been won since), come 
to the Maple Leaf club. 

That first championship squad included Mac Col- 
ville, former NHL star now coaching Vancouver Canucks, 
Ted Allard, who is handling the Leaf juniors and Harry 
Young, currently secretary of the club. 

First president of the club was Barney Stanley and he 
was succeeded by Frank Drayton. Charlie Smail then took 
over and Art Jackson also held the position for two years, 
This is the second term for Earl Samis. 


Over 200 Leaf Pucksters 


E new “house” is situated right in the centre of the 

district in which the club works, the Eastwood rink 
being just a block away. The house is all paid for and is 
quite complete, toilet and other facilities being included. A 
caretaker lives right on the premises. ‘ 

Maple Leaf organization caters to over 200 young 
hockey players. “There are at least 500 we should be 
looking after,” said President Samis last night. “We 
just can’t take the responsibility for any more and any- 
way, there aren’t rink facilities for them.” 

More than 300 pee-wees answered the first call this 
season, and six teams operate in “Henry White's” league. 
Over 120 midgets were on hand for the first practice, but 
only two teams could be taken on, and 68 juveniles turned 
out for their first practice. There is only one Leaf juvenile 
team this year. The chief worry of the officials is that they 
cannot look after more boys,

No concession, It's Olympic hockey 
or nothing, We are going to con- 
tinue throughout the Olympics 
tournament and the Olympic 
medals held by the Swiss organiz- 
ing committee will be given the 
players.” 

Dawes said he had no comment 
and George Dudley,  secretary- 
manager of the Canadian Amateur 
Hockey Association, declared: 
“We've made our decision, We'll 
have teams on the ice and as far 
as we are concerned jt is Olympic 
hockey.” 

ALBERT MAYER, secretary of 
the Swiss organizing committee, 
which has accepted the AHA entry 
over the veto of the United States 
Olympic Committee and ignored 
the declaration of the IOC that oo 
American hockey team — AHA or 
AAU—will be allowed to play in 
the Olympics, said: 

“We are willing to abide by any 
decision taken by the IIHF.” 

Avery Brundage, president of 
the American Olympic Committee, 
said: “No team will represent the 
United States in Olympic hockey.” 

Referring to the scheduled 
U.S.A.—Switzerland game, he de- 
clared; “If there is a hockey game 
this morning, it will not be Olym- 
pic hockey.’ 


DESPITE A DECISION by the 


International Olympic Committee 
earlier last night, by 16 votes to 


10, that neither of two opposed 
American teams should take part 
in games, the Swiss Olympic Com- 
mittee at midnight obtained ad 
mission to the games of the Amer- 
ican Amateur Hockey Association 
team, 

At a late night meeting between 
representatives of the International 
Olympic Committee and the Inter- 
national Ice Hockey Federation the 
latter, supported by the Swiss 
Olympic Committee, stood firm om 
its previous decision that the AHA 
team was the'sole authorized rep- 
resentative of the United States. 

HOWEVER, despite last night's 
news of the compromise, 5,000 per- 
sons gathered at St. Moritz for the 
games were still in doubt whether 
an American hockey team would 
appear on the ice stadium this 
morning, 

For there was yet time for the 
American Olympic Committee te

On learning of the compromise 
decision, Avery Brundage, presi- 
dent of the American Olympie 
Committee, sald: 

“If the AHA team plays it will 
not be an Olympic game.” 

THE AHA TEAM, a member of 
the IIHF, had been accepted by 
the Swiss Olympic Committee but 
the American Olympic Committee 
had insisted that the AAU team, 
which is not a member, should 
repreesnt the United States, 


The Swiss Olympic Committee, 
wihch claims under the Olympie 
rules to be solely responsible for 
entries for the games, immediately 
called an emergency meeting yes- 
terday at which it decided to 
stand by its original decision that 
the AHA team should compete. 

Meanwhile, the United States 
Olympie Committee had not with- 
drawn jts threat to stop all com- 
petitors taking part in the games 
if the AHA team is permitted te 
take part.

THE FEASIBILITY of this idea, 
idea, which was suggested yester- 
day by Dr. C. A. Tobias, assistant 
professor of medical physics at the 
of California, depends 
ean de- 
velop ways of controlling the power 
of the explosions and whether they 
can devise methods of planting ex- 
plosive atoms in the right places 
within the body, 

Dr. Tobias made his report fn the 
journal science after extended ex- 
periments in planting and explod- 
ing minute bombs in white mice, 


Incredibly small amounts of uran- 
lum 235, the substance used in the 
first two atom bombs, were in- 
jected into the mice at Oak Ridge, 
Tenn, Three days later the mice 
were put briefly within the rangs 
of a neutron beam. The neutrons, 
which act as detonators, caused the 
uranium atoms to explode. 

THE ATOM-BOMBED mice then 
were flown to Berkeley for obser- 


vation. Dr. Tobias and associates 
found a complicated chain of 
effects. 


First the neutron beam, which in 
this case was too weak to kill the 
animals, not only detonated the 
uranium atoms but also produced 
an ionizing effect on atoms with 
the mouse tissues, resulting in tis- 


}sue changes, 


Next the fission of the uranium 
atoms in the explosion resulted in 
lighter atoms of different kinds, 
the breakdown of the uranium into 
many of them powerfully radio- 
active. These fission products in 
turn gave off ionizing radiations 
which also produced tissue chang- 
es and additionally induced radio- 
into other atoms within 
range of their rays. 

THE ANIMALS LOST weight

NEW YORK, Jan, 30.—(AP)— 
The John Braund cancer treat- 
ment which New South Wales yes- 
terday offered to give official trial, 
comes at a time when many medi- 
cal men believe fhey are on the 
verge of something new. 

Braund is an Englishman, 72, 
living In Sydney, New South Wales 
He offered his treatment to the 
government free of charge, after 
patients sald he had cured them.

Your Baby and Mine 


By Myrtle Meyer Eldred 
All well babies come equipped 
with an intricate set of organs pre 
pared to carry on the body func 
tions. Like many new car owners 


some mothers want to add acces 
sories apparently feeling the 
baby's body is not capable of car- 
tying on its duties, 

If the baby is not gaining well or 
is showing other evidence of poor 
nourishment, it probably is a 
change of the formula that is need- 
ed rather than outside help from 
laxatives—one of mother's faverite | 
accessories 

The habit of a daily bowel move- | 
ment need not be made to apply 
to the nursing baby, who may, 
though well-fed, be unpredictable 
in his elimination habits. It is not 
unusual for there to be a move-| 
ment only once in 48 hours, yet 
when the stool is passed it tends 
to be soft and well-digested with 
no sign of constipation 

There will be an encouragement 
to more frequent stools when the 
baby is introduced to solid foods, 
which can happen as early as the 
second month, The use of orange 
juice may prove to be a stimulus 
to the movement. 

The addition of prune pulp or 
juice, along with the orange juice, 
can be started early if the baby 
shows signs of going longer than 
48 hours between movements. One 
teaspoon of this can be given morn-

Salt Improves 
Basic Flavor 


One reason grandmother's cook- 
ing always had such wonderful | 
flavor was her use of quantities of 
salt butter. While we can't follow 
that pattern today, we can still use 
the salt shaker judiciously and in 
the right places for the price of salt 
hasn't soared yet. 

You don't know it's there, but if 
tt isn't, you realize that something 
is lacking in the dish, 

One housewife whose jams and 
Jellies are excellent always uses a 
“touch” of salt. The salt itself must 
never be discernible, Its use is to 
merely supply a bit of savour which 
will point up the basic flavor of a 
dish, 

Salt isn’t always called for in 
eornstarch puddings, sauces and pie 
fillings—but a shade of salt will 
counteract a certain raw taste that 
may otherwise be noticeable 

Try wielding the salt shaker 
lightly the next time you make 
applesauce or cranberry sauce. You 
will find less sugar is required and 
the flavor will be improved.

Mill Planned. 


VANCOUVER, Jan. 30.—(CP)— 
The H. R. MacMillan Export Com- 
pany Limited will construct a $12,- 
000,000 bleached sulphate pulp mill 
on Vancouver Island, it was an- 
nounced Thursday at the annual 
meeting of shareholders here, 

H, R. MacMillan, president, said 
the mill, planned to give employ- 
ment to at least 200 persons, would 
be located somewhere on the east 
coast of Vancouver Island, Con- 
struction is expected to start early 
this year and be finished by 1950 
It will have a daily capacity of 200 
tons of bleached sulphate or 225 
tons of unbleached sulphate pulp, 
using nothing but by-preducts.
